In 1923 the loss from traffic acci- 
dents was 22,600 human lives, 678,000 
serious personal injuries, and an eco- 
nomic loss of $600,000,000—an increase 
of 80 per cent in the last seven years.

There are two main objections to Income tax 
publicity, one which may be called economic or 
@ractical, the other sentimental, in the favorable 
éense of that word. From the viewpoint of prac- 
tical objection, publicity is an unfair and improper 
disclosure of business information. The Brooklyn 
objector puts it well. “Nothing in the way of 
legislation,” he says, “could go further toward 
the restriction of freedom of the individual than 
the action of congress in opening his.books. Pub- 
lication of the facts compiled for general inspec- 
tion under the Norris amendment often amounts 
to the publication of all essential facts relating 
to a citizen's business.” 

It may be urged that publicity is not inequita- 
ble because if your competitor has access to your 
effairs you haye access to his. But that is no 
afswer. If you are weaker than your competitor 
it may be much more damaging to you to have 
your affairs known to him than it is damaging 
to him to have his affairs known to you. This is 
not at all a question of proper or improper meth- 
ods of business. Eritirely within the field of legiti- 
mate competition publicity will work all sorts of 
inequities and unjust disturbances, and it is an 
irony of this alleged reform that although it was 
proposed and most aggressively supported by cer- 
tain legislators who pose as friends of the under 
dog, it is the weaker in business who will most 
suffer by publicity. 
‘The objection of sentiment, also, is important, 
and perhaps ought to be a decisive one. We think 
the sentiment of personal privacy is legitimate 
and useful. It is a natural sentiment, a component 
of character and of what the constitution calis 
happiness, that is, of self-respecting individuality, 
reasonably free. Respect for personal privacy, 
respect for one another’s right to mind one’s own 
business nd to be free from the prying of others, 
ig essential to a tolerable social condition. We do 
not live by bread alone. Our mental and spiritual 
needs are precious, and among these we know of 
noné more worth fighting for than the sense of 
a decent privacy in one’s affairs. To deprive us 
of that is to Greate an actual tyranny, not more 
tolerable for being impalpable.

AMERICANIZE THE STATE 


DEPARTMENT, 

Henry Wales reports that the United States is 
being criticized for allowing the debt settlements 
to drift along for the last six years without any 
conclusion. “Whenever any one or any newspaper 
summoned Europe to settle its debts,” says Mr. 
Wales, “the state department issued a commu- 
nique stating that it was not the administra- 
tion’s viewpoint and insisting the matter was not 
pressing.” That is an interesting contrast to the 
attacks upon Uncle Sam as the international Shy- 
lock which were so popular at one time. We have 
difficulty, it would seem, in pleasing. 

It is the fate of the weakling, and in Internation- 
al affairs the United States is a weakling. The 
trouble with our diplomacy is perfectly clear and 
has been for years. It isn’t American. British 
diplomacy is British. There never is the slightest 
doubt that fit is British, activated by Britain’s 
interests first, last, and all the time. It ought to 
be. \French diplomacy is French, Italian diplo- 
macy is Italian, German diplomacy is German, Jap 
anese. diplomacy ia Japanése. They ought to be. 
We are bullied by our pacifism and our meddle 
some vicarious altruism at home, and both at home 
and abroad our diplomatic action is vitiated and 
controlled by snobbism, colonialism, and the in- 


quire the precedence accorded by European court 
etiquette to the representatives of foreign powers. 
Our state department is too much\governed by the 
desire to be approved in England and France and 
the people sent abroad by this republic to speak for 
the greatest power on earth pretty generally 
assume that we owe Europeans a debt of gratitude 
for letting us live. : 

There are, of course, clear headed men in the 
diplomatic service, men who are proud of their 
Americanism, but there are too many of the sort 
who have got into our diplomatic places because 
they want to live in Europe and associate with | 
the aristocracy under the favorable conditions their 
official status provides. As representative of a 
sovereign state they rank with royalty or just 
below it, a priceless privilege, and they have the 
felicity of looking down upon their fellow citizens 
who can never be anything but commoners, 

It is preposterous that the United States should 
have its international relations dominated by 
flunkeyism or colonialism, and the evil should be 
important to us and more complex. In the case of 
the debts we can now see that our disposition to 
be altruistic or considerate has made mischief and 
as to the general course or attitude of our diplo- 
macy in the hantis of snobs and weaklings, it can- 
not but be injurious to our interests. We are ex- 
horted to codperate with Europe. We do and shall, 
and we need Americans who remain American to 


act for America.

Even today it is not enough to say a 
man is deaf. We must snow what kind 
of deafness he has. Is it catarrhal or of 
@ nerve type? Does it relate especially 
to the speaking voice, and if so, to 
consonant or to vowel sounds?’ Upon the 
answer to these questions depends the 
kind of apparatus which can be expected 
to help. 

If there is suppuration, or if there ts 
& clear cuti history of suppuration, the 
ears should be examined for perfora- 
tion of the ear drum. Deafness due to 
large perforation of the drum is bene- 
fited by the ear drum type of hearing 
apparatus. These drums go into the ear 
canal. Unfortunately, in most of the 
cases where the artificial ear drum type 
of apparatus improves the hearing there 
is a discharge which should be allowed 
to flow out freely. The instrument in- 
terferes. The discharge .nust be dried up 
g before itis safe to use this type of 
instrument. Therefore ‘the number who 
can use this type with advantage is 
small.

As a result they are getting a 
premium oF bonus of 35 cents a ‘hun- 
dred above the price paid to farmers 
who sell milk to Chicago distributors. 
Nhis month, for example, they are get- 
ting $2.75 a hundred, while the Chi- 
cazo price is $2.40.

‘Disposing’ of Sarplus. 

The average production of each one 
of the fifty-six producers is taken as 
the basic figure in determining the 
smageure 5 upon which the premium price 

is paid. On all*milk over the average 
production the dairyman is paid on 
the surplus basis or on butterfat basis. 
A premium of five cents a pound is 
peid for the butterfat in the’ surplus 
milk. For example, when butterfat is 
selling at 37 cents a pound on the Chi- 
cago market, Waukegan dairymen are 
raid 42 cents ‘a ‘pound. The surplus 
milk is used chiefly in the making of 
butter, ice cream, and cottage cheese. 

The amount of surplus milk deliv- 
ered by these men is comparatively 
small. All of :them are paid a bonus

The way this embroidery is brought down 
the outside of the sleeve is consistent with an im- 
pulse followed in every domain of dress. 

A striking example of the cape which preserves 
the wrap around movement is provided by one of 
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our.most hallowed specialty shops. This cape, of 
lacquer red velvet, is long and defies the command- 
ment “ Thou shalt flare” by being as straight as a 
wand. However, its line is varied by groups of 
shirring which divide the lower section of the cape 
into puffed panels. The garment wraps tightly

about 'the figure and is finished by a deep fichu- 
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like cape of snowy ermine banded by the soot tipped 
ermine tails, This is one of the most stunning 
models which I have seen this year, and it is one to 
be recommended to the woman who does not take 
kindly to the flare. 

For others determined to take out a flare insur- 
ance policy I show three other charming models, At 
the left is gorgeous gold and black brocade, inter- 
polating front and back panels.of black velvet and 
a black fox collar. The extreme right hand sketch 
is a cape in geranium red velvet collared in brown 
fox and banded in cloth of gold, treated to an em- 
broidered design in red and blue glass beads The 
most significant feature of this cape is representéd 
by the narrow band of self-material encircling the 
low waist line. This bloused movement, found so 
frequently in the new evening frocks, is another 
method taken by the cape to look different. In this 
model please note also the flower attached to that 
‘areola So many of the latest evening. wraps 
borrow.from the gowns a flower—@ giant rose or 
ra er ge or orchid.

Overweight Causes Weak Arches. 


Aside from its esthetic disadvantage, 
overweight frequently causes such 
pressure on the arches as to weaken 
them. Reduction, naturally, is the first 
remedy in such cases. 

If the arch condition is so advanced 
in discomfort as to cause pain in the 
back and legs and quick tiring with 
the least walking exertion, an ortho- 
pedic surgeon should be consulted and 
ellowed to prescribe the right kind of 
corrective shoe. 

But if the areh is weak and the 
suffering only. occasional, first examine 
the shoe criticajly; if it is at fault, 
cerrect it. Then practice daily the 
following exercises: 

Lie flat on the Wack and flex and 
extend the unkles as far as possible. 
Then witn the ankle flexed as far 
es possible, practice bending the toes 
down toward the sole of the foot in 
an effort to grasp the sole, 

Sit on a‘chair on edge of the bed 
and try grasping and holding a lead 
pencil with the toes.

The Proper Arch Support. 

The various arch supports should be 
used as an adjunct to other treat- 
ment and worn at times when the foot 
is likely to be under ex*ra strain. The 
important thing, however is to im- 
prove the strength of the foot by ex- 
ercise, so as to depend upon the sup- 
port less and :¢ss until it can be. dis- 
pensed with altogether. These fa 
ports were better worn at the su 5- 
tion and under the direction of a spe- 
cialist with knowledge of your indi- 
vidual need. They should« be made 
from a cast of the foot. Their object 
is to.prevent the sagging of the foot 
when the weight is borne upon it— 
and net to force the arth upward ab- 
normally, «2 supports bought, regard- 
less of the cast of the foot, frequent- 
ly do. 

To determine whether’ your ‘arches 
are out of kilter or not, wet the feet, 
stand ona piece of paper, and com- 
pare the result with the illustrations 
herewith.

ARIETY of character in birds is nowhere more marked 
than among the more famillar inhavitants of the wood 
land.

Birds of the Moorland. 
HERD is vo prettier adjunct to a moorland or a bare field 
than a flock of lapwings. They fly together and aligh* 

together in autumn and winter when not breeding, but in 

nesting time they go in pairs, though usually there are dozens 

and sometimes hundreds in the same field. The bird is a 

simple creature in so far that its nest is little more than a 

slight hollow on the bare earth. In spring they can be seen 

sitting on their eggs without making the slightest attemp* 
at concealment, so that the individual who goes out to collect 
their éggs need only march up to a sitting bird. but if it rises 
he must keep his eye on the place from which it springs 

There never can be much doubt as to whether or not the 

rest is close, because, if it is, the birds shriek and swoop at 

the intruder, as if they were going for his head or eyes 

Should an animal other than a man come, they will indeed 

carry out the threat. No sooner are the young out of their 

shells than they begin to run and if chased, will seiwet a hid- 
ing place. It may be. close by stones as gray as themselves. 

or in the short herbage which éarly spring brings. with it. A 

trained eye is needed to distinguish them from their gurround- 

ings, even at a short distance. | : 

The curlew haunts the seashcre during the greater part 
of the year, but in spring retires to some slack or valley in 
billy country, and makes a nést on the ground. The situation 
is generally very lonely. and the watchful birds quickly show 
themselves alive to the presence of a stranger.. Usually, their 
note is a monotonous and melancholy sound, heard, as it often 
is, at night time in the stiliness of the moorland, but we know

One problem of childhood that is often misunderstood 


How many mothers have worried when the 
kiddies turned bandit in the pantry! To 
satisfy that keen between meals hunger, 
bright young minds are all too often forced 
to work out methods of their own. 

Today it is known that this between 
meal appetite is highly im- 
portant in the life of grow- 
ing children.
